Oliver Mock’s Body Burned Beyond 
Recognition as Machine Burst 
Into Flames With Crash 


NO CHILDREN 
IN VEH ICLE 


View of Track at Haekleman Cross­ 
ing West of City. Where Accident 
Happened, is Unobstructed 


Oliver 
Mock, a fa rm er living just 
north west of Rnsh ville, and a driver 
of ;t sch ool h its lor th e Y\cbb sch ool, 
was killed th is morning sh ortly af- 
Icr ten 
o’clock, 
wh en lie drove 
h is 
m otor 
b us onto tin* tra c ks in 
th e 
path of an approach ing I. & 
C. t r a c ­ 
tion car, at th e 
Haekleman 
stop, 
west of Rnsh ville. 


Th e instant th at th e traction e a r 
struck th e sch ool bus. th e 
gasoline 
tank is believed to h ave exploded, as 
Ih c mach ine was enveloped in llames 
and reduced to a ^mouldering h eap 
by th e time 
th at 
th e 
passengers 
rea« bed tlse wreckage. 
Th e h odv of th e victim was b urn­ 
ed h cvond recognition, and by 
th e 
time th at th e train crew and 
pa s­ 
sengers pulled th e debris from 
h is 
h odv. it was so badly ch arred th at 
h e could not. be identified. 


Th e traction ear, number (» OS. 
in 
ch arge of motorman Otto Crawford 
and conductor E. O. Arbuckle, both 
of lliis city , left Rush ville for 
In­ 
dianapolis at 
10:03 th is 
morning. 
Th e TJaekloman stop is 
1h e 
first 
road running north and south , just 
west of Rnsh ville. 


Mr. Mock and h is family 
resided 
only a sh ort distance north of th e 
Tie 
h ad been 
(» 111 ploy ed 
for 
several r e a r s 
¡11 th e 
capacity 
oi 
driving tin* sch ool bus, t rausport ing 
townsh ip pupils to and 
from 
th e 
Webb sch ool. 
lie h ad been at th e sch ool 
th is 
morning, and came back into Rusli- 
vi 11** to do 
some 
trading 
before 
s ta rting on h ome. Th ere was no one 
with h im. In case of a sch ool 
bus 
carry ing ch ildren, th e law requires 
th at th e b us come to a dead 
stop 
before crossing a railroad or t r a c ­ 
tion line, and Mr. Mock h ad alway s 
.been praised by sch ool officials 
for 
being 
careful 
wh e* 
transporting 
pupils. 


Th e crossing at wh ich th e ac ci­ 
dent h appened h as a (dear vision of 
a c a r approach ing, (‘specially 
for 
one driving north . Mr. 
Crawford, 
th e motorman, stated th at lie sound­ 
ed h is wh istle, and noticed th e bus 
approach ing, but believed th at 
th e 
driver was going to stop. 
Mr. ( ’raw ford sounded h is wh istle 
again, wh en Mr. Mock crossed th e 
C. I. cV W. tracks, and th e 
m otor­ 
man applied th e brakes, but it was 
too late, and th e (-rash came. 
Th e 
sch ool h ack was burled 
past 
th e 
Haekleman sh anty , receiving a blow 
almost squarely from th e 
traction 
car. Th e front glass 
was 
broken 
from th e passenger car, and tin* side 
was scratch ed, with th e read h and 
railing being twisted, as th e bus was 
push ed to th e south side 
of 
th e 
track. 
Passengers 
011 th e c a r felt 
th e 
jolt, and also th e grinding of 
th e 
brakes. Several of th em, sitting on 
th e side (*11 wh ich th e bus was h it, 
said th at th e mach ine 
burst 
in 
llames at once before tin* 
traction 
c a r h ad passed. 
Mr. Craw ford brough t th e 
t r a c ­ 
tion e a r to a sadden stop, and 
th e 
members of tin* crew and pa s s e n­ 
gers h urried h ack with lire 
extin­ 
guish ers, but 
tin* flames fed with 
gasoline, 
almost 
destroy ed 
th e 
wreckage at once. 
A call for aid was sent to th e fire 
station h ere, and th e ch emical truck 
responded. AY lieu tin* firemen arrived 
th e bus w a s 
burning 
rapidly 
and 
sixty gallons of 
ch emicals 
were 
th rown on th e blaze, in an effort to 
nrevenf th e body from being totally 
burned. 
Firemen 
and otjiers 
also 
carried water in an effort to 
cool 
flu* debris so th at th e body could be 
reach ed. 
P ersons 
acquainted 
with 
Mr. 
Mock c ould 
not account 
for th e a c ­ 
cident. TTe was regarded as a c a r e ­ 
ful driver, and h is mind 
was 
no 
doubt wandering on someth ing 
far 
remote a s lie neared th e crossing. In 
all probability , if someone bad been 
with h im, tin* accident 
would 
not 
h ave luip|>cncd, because 
th e 
ap-

Favorable Legislation 


SPEAKS AT 
COU3T HOUSE 


Declares Corn Growers Conference 


as Important to Farmers as De- 


claration of Independence 


Declaring that' farmers in the past 


have been living under a 
govern 


mental anesthetic, with all kinds of 
promises for better agricultural con- 
ditions, William F. Settle, president 
of tho Indiana Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation appealed* for favorable nation- 
al legislation in ah address here 
Tuesday afternoon before a crowd 
.in the court room. 


Mr. Settle declared that a little 


duore than a- year ago •farmers were 
told to "Keep Cool With Coolidge" 
and everything would be all 
right, 


and that within a period 
of 
six 


months ago another 
attempt 
was 


made to "chloroform" the farmers 
with extravagant promises for iin- 
inediatu relief. 


-[ am not here to discuss poli- 


tics" Mr. 'Settle said, "but policies 
of the government- insofar as 
they 


pertain to the interests of the farm- 
ers. I invite discussion on any issue 
that. I might raise." 


In commenting upon 
the 
recent 


meeting of the corn growers of the 
central states, in which action was 
taken to formulate a form oC ad- 
ministration to take care of surplus 
•orn, -Mr. Settle said that the con- 
ference, in his mind, was as import- 
ant a step for the farmer, as was 
the signing of the declaration of in- 
dependence. 


He urged the election of a 
con- 


gress that would be favorable to the 
farmer, declaring that if the present 
congress doesn't meet the require- 
ments, then the fanners of the na- 
tio.n should elect men who will stand 
l)y their interest. 


The farming business, he referred 


to. as the nation's most important 
ImsiiH-ss. yet it goes on in an unor- 
ganized manner, as far as national 
egislation is Concerned. Legislation 
is passed for other business, he de- 
L'larcd, and pointed out the 
steel 


trust, which has 
<x tariff. 


"Agriculture", Mr. -'Settjle ' de- 


r-lnred, "is a paramount issue, and 
not a minor issue in present 
day 


affairs. We farmers arc in need of 
legislation." 


He referred to the period that fol- 


lowed the war, when farm 
prices 


fell, and higher officials of the gov- 
ernment, told the farmers that a de- 
flation was to be expected. He cited 
;lie fact that opposite this deflation 
for farmers, the wealth of the coun- 
try has doubled, with manufacturing 
and big 'business not sharing in the 
deflation with the farmers. Organ- 
ization la.bor and industry, he said, 
liave prospered since the war, while 
the farmer, he said, has not, 
and 


since the seven years have passed, 
40 million rural folk are still fight- 
ing their-way alone. 


"What 
the 
farmer 
of 
today 


wants,'' he said, .-"is fair .play and 
equality." He said the farmers are 
lot only producers, but consumers, 
and in this way are doubly affected. 
The price of their produce has fall- 
en, but the price of their consnmp- 
ion has kept pace with steady in- 
creases. •'

tho 


sewei' outlet. 


The contention of the remonstra- 


tors, who numbered about a dozen, 
was that there -was no record of 
Stewart and Stewart paying the city 
for an outlet when they ^constructed 
a sewetj in a new addition. 


The agreement that Stewart and 


Stewart had with the former admin- 
istration wheri the sewer was 
ex- 


tended, was that they were to 
put 


in a sewer large enough, at their owS 
expense, to accommodate the 
Bel-« 


mont extension. The Belmont sewet 
connects with the Stewart and Ste- 
wart sewer .for their outlet, and it 
was an agreement that Stewart and 
Stewart wonld not be charged for an, 
outlet if they would meet the 
re- 


quirements of extending the sewer 
to the Belmont vicinity, and 
thus 


save the property owners in Belmont 
the additional expense 
of extend- 


ing their sewer for almost 5 of a 
mile. The additional cost of meeting
